Necessary Preparation 
With the women o£ a nation 
rests — to -a great extent— its wet- 
fare. The people of a nation live 
Out what they are taught in child- 
hood, and the mothers and elder sis- 
ters hare the (raining of the chil- 
dren largely in iheir hands. The 
importance will at once be seen, 
therefore, of necessary preparation 
on the part of girl* and women for 
their great task. What the women 
are physically, mentally, and spirit- 
ually -rfiU be reproduced in the next 
generation. 

The Life-Saving Guard Organiza- 
tion commences work with the Sal- 
vation of the Body, No matter how 
active a girl's mind may be, or how 
good she is, if she be handicapped by 
a feeble, unhcafthy body, her work 
wiEE 'suffer. Physical development 
is sought through the medium of 
drill exercise, games, fresh air, 
raia&ks, etc, the girls invariably 



is an important subject upon which 
too much stress cannot be laid, ' 

After visiting certain homes typi- 
cal of the district, it 19 a matter of 
no wonder to mc that the picture 
palaces, theatres, and dance rooms 
offer more pleasure than can he 
found in such homes, where home- 
life is a thing not understood, love 
something almost unknown, cleanli- 
ness and brightness absent, .and 
where there arc no counter-attrac- 
tions to induce the members of 
families to stay and enjoy their 
homes. }t is our endeavour to leaeti 
the girls how to improve such con- 
ditions where improvement is need- 
Many arc in a position to do 



this. 



Guiding Principles 



All they require is a Utile teaching 
and the implantation of a few guid- 
ing principle's upon which to act. 
If we accomplished only this part 
of our work there would be happier 
homes and fewer boys and girls 
walking the streets at night or fre- 
quenting the various places of 
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amusement where the associations 
are none of the best. 
_ The next step in the work of the 
Organisation is the Salvation of the 
Mind. This is more difficult, but ia 
even more important than the first' 
step. Much harm Js done to young 
minds by reading improper and-un^. 
suitable literature. It is part of our 
duty to supervise as far as we can, 
the reading of the girls, and to dir- 
ect their attention to books whieh 
will improve their minds, increase 
their knowledge, and stimulate their 
thought. Here is a splendid oppor- 
tunity lor opening up the treasures* 
of the Bible and encouraging the 
study of books on spiritual matters. 

Too many girls imagine when they . 
cease to attend school that their edu- 
cation is complete, If they arc en- 
couraged, however, to take up fur- 
ther studies they soon discover tlicir ■ 
error, and are frequently anxious 
to continue learning. Ample oppor- 
tunity ts afforded 111 the Guards of: 
taking up the study of various sub- 
jects, and as a stimulus badges are 
awarded to girls who have followed 
their studies up to a certain point 

The third step brings us to our 
desired end— the Salvation of the 
Soul. Many opportunities are pre- 
seined^ for quiet talks to the girls 
on this all-import ant topic — quite 
'apart from the public meetings In 
which they participate. By making 
an. opportunity of walking home 
with a girl after parade and talking 
with her, much more good may be 
done than by dealing with her in a 
public meeting. 

The result of personal talks with 
the girls is seen in the number of 
our Guards who arc converted and 
who prove this by their lives, To 
me personally £t has been a source, 
of great encouragement to know 
that my work has been blessed of . 
Godj and has made the difficulties 
-■of the work appear trivial in com- 
parison with the lasting results ob- 
tained.
